MR.  MAYOR,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I  have  the  honour  to 
present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No  1/70  received  on  6th  January  1970. 

The  vital  statistics  in  the  report  are  satisfactory.  There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  both  the 
birth  rate  and  the  death  rate  There  were  10  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared 
with  16  in  1968  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  51  and  this  represents  7.7%  of  all  Kettering 
births  (9.5%  in  1968). 

The  natural  increase  in  population,  that  is  the  difference  between  the  number  of  live  births  and 
the  number  of  deaths,  amounts  to  147  (152  in  1968).  During  the  years  1961-1969  the  natural 
increase  in  population  has  amounted  to  1 ,562  and  the  number  of  occupied  houses  has  increased  by 
1,814,  of  which  273  were  privately  built  in  1969.  The  addition  of  the  figure  1,562  to  the  1961 
census  population  of  38,659  amounts  to  40,221  and  this  calculation  does  not  take  into  account 
persons  moving  into  the  town  during  this  period  It  would  therefore  appear  that  the  present 
population  is  in  excess  of  40,221  although  all  the  calculations  in  this  report  are  based  on  the 
estimated  population  given  by  the  Registrar-General,  i.e  40,040. 

There  has  been  no  maternal  death  since  1958.  There  were  16  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus,  of  which  14  were  males.  During  the  years  1960-1969  inclusive,  the  total  number  of 
deaths,  both  sexes,  from  cancer  of  these  sites  was  186  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  in 
other  sites  during  this  period  was  as  follows

No-one  was  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assist¬ 
ance  Act  1947,  Section  47. 
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Clearance  Areas  Nos.  72,  73,  74  and  75  comprising  22  houses  were  represented  in  1969. 

The  Council’s  waiting  list  for  houses  was  approximately  800.  In  connection  with  the  allocation 
of  Council  houses  as  far  as  the  Public  Health  Department  is  concerned,  recommendations  are,  from 
time  to  time,  made  by  me  after  personal  visits  have  been  made  to  investigate  the  circumstances  of 
each  case  Medical  and  social  assessments  are  forwarded  to  the  Housing  Manager 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  smallpox  or  diphtheria  during  the  year,  but  there  were 
153  cases  of  dysentery  and  117  cases  of  infective  jaundice. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  no  longer  able  to  supply  separate  details  of  imm¬ 
unisations  carried  out  on  Kettering  children  but  the  above  speaks  for  itself  of  the  efficacy  of  the 
measures  undertaken 

There  were  3  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  five  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified,  ieminding  us  that  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  vigilance  to  keep  this  disease  under  control 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  cremations  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  the 
Kettering  Crematonum  (1652  in  1968).  The  number  of  cremations  of  Kettering  residents  (404) 
amounted  to  77%  of  the  deaths  (77%  in  1968).

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On  two  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to  enlist  the  services  of  the 
Pathologist  appointed  by  the  Council  in  pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations,  1930 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  requisitions  for  a  search  under  the  Land  Charges  Act, 
1925,  were  received  during  the  year 

A  very  large  number  of  international  vaccination  certificates  was  brought  to  the  Department  to 
be  countersigned  and  stamped 

Copies  of  my  Annual  Report  were  again  made  available  in  the  Public  Library,  and  extracts  from 
it  were  exhibited  on  a  display  board.  Interest  was  shown  by  members  of  the  public  and  it  is  intended 
to  make  this  report  similarly  available 

Thirteen  male  and  twelve  female  prospective  employees  were  medically  examined,  one  was 
referred  for  review  before  admission  to  the  Superannuation  Scheme,  and  the  rest  were  considered  fit 
for  employment  in  the  Council’s  seivice. 

Alderman  E  H.  Newman,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  showed  great 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  him  and  to  members  of 
the  Committee,  to  the  Chief  Officers  and  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  who  have 
always  afforded  co-operation.

Population  (Table  1,  page  46).  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population 
for  the  mid-year  1969  is  40,040  and  the  vital  statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1961  census  was  38,659. 

Births.  (Tables  1  and  2,  page  46).  Six  hundred  and  sixty-one  five  births  (330  males  and  331 
females)  were  registered  This  gives  a  crude  birth  rate  of  16.5  per  thousand  of  the  total  population, 
compared  with  16  9  in  1968.  The  corrected  birth  rate,  l  e  that  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the 
age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of 
England  and  Wales  is  18.2  compared  with  16.3  for  England  Wales.  Fifty  live  births  were  il¬ 
legitimate,  27  males  and  23  females. 

There  were  4  still -births, all  females  (1  was  illegitimate).  This  gives  a  still-birth  rate  of  6.0  per 
thousand  total  births.  Table  8,  page  50  records  the  registered  causes  oflhese  still-births. 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjustment  of  the  birth-rate  is  1.1. 

Deaths.  (Tables  1  and  3,  page  46  and  Table  6, page 48).  Five  hundred  and  fourteen  deaths  were 
registered  of  which  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  were  males  and  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
females.  Sixty-four  residents  died  outside  the  Borough  and  four  hundred  and  seventy  non-residents 
died  within  the  Borough.  The  crude  death  rate  was  therefore  12.8  compared  with  13  1  in  1968.  The 
corrected  death  rate,  i.e.  the  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the 
population  of  the  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  11.1 
compared  with  119  for  England  and  Wales 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjustment  of  the  death  rate  is  0.87. 

Table  24,  page  68,  gives  the  details  of  deaths  from  cancer  since  1960. 

Maternal  Mortality  (Table  4,  page  47)  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality  The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  the  death  rate  of  children  under  1  year  of 
age  per  1,000  live  births,  is  shown  in  Table  5,  page  47,  in  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales 

Perinatal  Mortality,  The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  still-births  and  deaths  under  one  week  of 
age  was  1 5  per  thousand  live  births,  as  compared  with  23  for  England  and  Wales 

State  of  Employment.  The  Kettering  Employment  Exchange  covers  the  Borough  of  Kettering, 
the  Urban  Districts  of  Burton  Latimer,  Desborough  and  Rothwell,  and  a  number  of  the  villages  in  the 
Kettering  Rural  District,  and  the  following  statistics  therefore  refer  to  the  whole  of  the  Exchange 
area  and  are  in  respect  of  persons  18  years  of  age  and  over.

There  is  little  or  no  demand  for  male  labour  and  the  register  of  unemployed  is  rising  each  week, 
also  the  demand  for  female  labour  has  eased  considerably,  although  about  fifty  vacancies  for  skilled 
machinists  exist  for  the  clothing  and  boot  &  shoe  industries  this  is  a  drop  of  at  least  two  hundred 
since  the  beginning  of  1969 

There  are  a  number  of  boot  &  shoe  firms  working  only  a  3XA  or  4  day  week  and  the  general 
outlook  for  the  major  industry  cannot  be  one  of  great  optimism  The  labour  force  in  the  industry  is 
being  continually  reduced  and  the  prospects  for  the  men  especially  the  older  ones  finding  other

Rivers  and  Streams.  These  have  been  inspected  and  watched  for  pollution  and  cleansed 
where  necessary . 


Public  Cleansing.  The  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  its  disposal  by 
controlled  tipping  at  the  Wood  Lane  Tip  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year 
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Bulk  containers  operating  with  a  refuse  collection  vehicle  fitted  with  bin  hoist  equipment  were 
introduced  during  the  year  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse. 

Routine  scavenging,  cleansing  of  streets  and  street  gullies  has  also  continued  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Sixty-nine  cesspool  emptyings  have  been  undertaken  in  the  Borough,  193  catchpit  emptyings 
and  87  grease  trap  and  oil  trap  emptyings  have  also  been  carried  out. 


Public  Conveniences.  All  public  conveniences  have  been  regularly  inspected,  cleansed  and 
maintained. 


Private  Street  Works.  No  private  street  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


District  Inspections.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  summarised  in  Table  9, 
page  5 1 .  Six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five  inspections  and  visits  were  made  in  the  year 
1969  as  compared  with  8,948  in  1968. 


Factories.  Table  12,  page  54,  gives  particulars  of  premises  on  the  register  and  work  done  under 
the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Employment 
and  Productivity. 


Camping  Sites.  No  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  holiday  purposes  during  the  year. 

The  Northampton  Road  Recreation  Ground  site  which  is  used  by  travelling  fairs  was  kept  under 
sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it  was  used. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  Attendance  at  the  Covered  Bath  for  1969  was  86,157  as 
compared  with  91,224  during  1968. 

Attendance  at  the  Open  Air  Bath  was  23,752  as  compared  with  11,683  during  the  previous 

year. 


School  attendance  (included  in  the  above  figures)  at  the  Public  Baths  totalled  24,305  as 
compared  with  24,363  during  1968. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  attended  by  10,050  as  compared  with  12,125  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Paddling  Pool  at  Rockingham  Road  Park  was  filled  for  the  period  of  the  schools’  summer 
holiday  only  and  was  kept  under  careful  supervision. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  (Table  11,  page  53).  During  the  year  281 

applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent  Operator  were  received  from  occupiers  of  premises 
where  infestations  existed  or  were  suspected  The  early  seeking  of  the  assistance  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  has  enabled  infestations  to  be  quickly  eradicated. 

In  January,  47  Statutory  Notices  were  served  upon  the  tenants  of  the  Blandford  Avenue 
smallholdings  and  the  Rockingham  Road  allotments  requiring  them  to  clear  their  properties  of  rats. 
The  services  of  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  were  offered,  if  required,  and  14  took  advantage  of 
this  offer.  This  area  is  now  under  regular  inspection  and  treatment  under  contract. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  and  the  Sewage  Works  at  Finedon  continued  to  receive  regular 
inspection  and  treatment. 

Six  infestations  by  rats  and  nine  by  mice  were  dealt  with  at  food  premises. 

Sixty-seven  requests  for  the  destruction  of  wasps’  nests  were  received.

Eleven  washed  milk  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  reported 
to  be  satisfactory.

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954,  the  practice  has 
continued  whereby  a  number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  requirements  from  wholesalers  outside 
the  Borough,  and  a  local  wholesaler  has  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  for  distribution  over  a  large 
area  outside  the  town

Six  hundred  and  forty-one  visits  were  made  to  the  abattoir  and  180  visits  were  made  to  the 
Cattle  Market  and  Stalls  in  the  General  Market  Inspection  of  meat  vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough 
was  undertaken  from  time  to  time. 

Eleven  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No  contraventions  of  these  Acts  were  found 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hudson,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  local  Veterinary  Inspector  for  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle  Market  each  week  to  deal  with  any  case  coming  within  the 
purview  of  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1894  1935 

As  a  result  of  visits  being  made  to  slaughterhouses  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn 
13tons,  4cwts.  2qrs.  15!41bs.  of  meat  and  offals  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food 
materials  weighing  2tons,  14cwts.  lqr.  151bs.  4ozs.  were  condemned  as  a  result  of  visits  to  premises 
where  food  was  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  Nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine  certificates  were  issued  in 
respect  of  home  killed  meat  and  offals  and  in  addition  one  hundred  and  thirty  certificates  were  issued 
in  respect  of  unfit  foods. 


Cysticercus  Bovis.  Nineteen  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  detected  in  the  carcases  exam¬ 
ined. 


Disposal  of  Condemned  Food.  The  arrangement  made  with  members  of  the  trade  whereby  all 
condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals  is  received  by  a  fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedfordshire  contin¬ 
ues  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  burned  in  the  incinerator  at  Northfield  Depot  or  buried 
in  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  all  tins  being  punctured  before  bunal. 
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VI  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Table  22,  page  66,  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  various  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 

year. 


Acute  Encephalitis.  One  case  of  acute  encephalitis  was  notified  from  Kettering  General 
Hospital.  He  was  not  a  Kettering  resident 

Acute  Meningitis.  Three  notifications  of  acute  meningitis  were  received  from  Kettering 
General  Hospital.  Only  one  was  a  Kettering  resident. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis,  No  case  was  notified. 

Anthrax.  No  case  was  notified 

Cholera.  No  case  was  notified. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  was  notified 

Dysentery.  An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  which  commenced  at  the  end  of  January  was 
mainly  connected  with  Avondale  School,  the  majority  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  Infant  School. 
A  total  of  153  cases  were  notified  and  a  further  19  cases  were  found  during  investigations,  making 
a  total  of  172  cases  in  87  families  The  co-operation  of  the  school  staffs  concerned  played  no 
small  part  in  the  control  of  this  outbreak  which  would  undoubtedly  have  continued  much  longer 
and  involved  far  more  families  but  for  their  vigilance  in  ensuring  that  no  child  who  had  been  off 
school  was  re-admitted  until  declared  bacteriologically  clear.  The  efforts  of  Miss  B  Johnson,  the 
Headmistress  of  the  Infant  School  warrant  special  mention  in  this  respect  and  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  indebted  to  her  for  her  help. 

Ten  food  handlers  who  were  either  cases  or  contacts  were  excluded  from  their  work  for 
varying  periods  until  bacteriologically  clear  and  they  were  paid  a  total  of  £233,  in  compensation 
for  loss  of  earnings. 

The  outbreak  made  a  very  heavy  demand  on  the  Pathology  Department  of  the  Kettering 
General  Hospital  where  most  of  the  920  specimens  were  examined  and  the  help  given  by  the 
Laboratory  staff  was  much  appreciated 

Food  Poisoning  Five  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  and  one  was  found  whilst 
investigating  a  notified  case  Two  were  due  to  salmonella  typhimurium;  three  to  salmonella 
enteritidis  and  one  to  salmonella  panama.  Two  of  the  patients  suffering  from  salmonella 
enteritidis  infection  were  returning  from  holiday  abroad  when  the  first  symptoms  developed  and 
one  of  the  patients  with  salmonella  typhimurium  infection  had  also  recently  returned  from 
abroad. 

One  of  the  affected  persons  was  a  food  handler  to  whom  compensation  for  loss  of  earnings 
due  to  his  exclusion  from  work  amounted  to  approximately  £46 
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Infective  Jaundice.  One  hundred  and  seventeen  notifications  of  infective  jaundice  were 
received,  spread  throughout  the  year.  There  being  only  eight  isolated  weeks  when  no  case 
occurred.  The  highest  number  of  notifications  received  in  any  week  was  6  and  this  occurred  on 
five  occasions. 

Leprosy.  No  case  was  notified. 

Leptospirosis.  One  case  of  leptospirosis  was  notified  from  Kettering  General  Hospital. 
He  was  not  a  Kettering  resident. 

Malaria.  No  case  was  notified. 

Measles.  Eighty-five  notifications  of  measles  were  received.  The  local  rate  was  2.12  per 
1 ,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  No  case  was  notified. 

Paratyphoid  Fever.  No  case  was  notified. 

Plague.  No  case  was  notified. 

Relapsing  Fever.  No  case  was  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Twenty -four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  The  attack  rate  for  the 
Borough  of  Kettering  was  therefore  0.60  per  1,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths  and  none 
was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Smallpox.  No  case  was  notified. 

Tetanus.  No  case  was  notified. 

Typhoid  Fever.  No  case  was  notified. 

Typhus.  No  case  was  notified. 

Whooping  Cough.  Nine  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  The  attack  rate  was  0.22 
per  1 ,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Yellow  Fever.  No  case  was  notified. 

Cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  a  decrease  on  last  year,  being  94  as  compared  with 
98  in  1968  as  shown  in  Table  23  page  68. 

Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Service.  Forty  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected. 
Twenty -four  articles  of  bedding  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 
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VII  TUBERCULOSIS 


Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  in  1969.  In  1968  the  figures  were  6  and  3  respectively  The  Registrar-General  returns  one 
death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two  from  other  tuberculosis  or  late  effects  In  1968  there 
were  two  deaths. 

Table  26,  page  69,  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  new  cases 

There  continues  to  be  very  little  delay  before  notified  cases  ate  admitted  to  a  chest  hospital 

The  Kettering  Chest  Care  Committee  which  undertakes  the  care  and  aftercare  of  patients 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  also  assists  patients  suffering  from  other  diseases  of  the  chest  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Chest  Physician 

The  very  valuable  help  given  to  patients  and  their  families  usually  consists  of  the  provision  of 
milk,  but  in  special  circumstances  groceries,  travelling  expenses  or  other  forms  of  help  may  be  given 
The  assistance  granted  is  governed  by  the  availability  of  funds,  all  of  which  are  raised  from  voluntary 
sources  and  whenever  income  shows  the  need  to  cut  expenditure,  grants  to  persons  with  “other 
diseases  of  the  chest”  aie  the  first  to  be  reduced,  as  the  primary  duty  of  the  Committee  is  to  assist 
tubercular  patients 

Although  tuberculosis  is  no  longer  the  scourge  it  used  to  be,  we  cannot  afford  to  be  complacent 
about  this  condition 

Chest  X-ray  Service.  No  general  X-ray  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 
but  the  General  Practitioners’  Referral  Service  continued  to  operate,  visiting  the  town  every  Thursday 
from  2.00  p.m,  to  2.30  p  m  until  the  beginning  of  November  when  the  visit  was  retimed  to  Mondays 
from  4  00  p  m.  to  4  30  p.m.  Special  surveys  of  groups  suspected  to  have  been  in  contact  with  newly 
discovered  cases  were  undertaken 
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VIII.  WELFARE 


Welfare  Of  The  Aged 

Mrs.  E.  J.  Deutsch,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Kettering  Old  People’s  Welfare  Assoc¬ 
iation  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report  of  the  Association’s  activities  during  1969:- 

“In  addition  to  the  activities  mentioned  last  year,  i.e.  Pop-In  at  the  Manor  House 
on  Fridays;  Dimplex  heaters  for  the  bedrooms  of  the  needy,  of  which  we  now  have 
39  distributed;  we  have  now  issued  an  information  card,  containing  details  of  the 
various  services  to  which  the  O.A.P’s.  are  entitled.  This  has  been  distributed  from 
the  sub-post  offices,  and  has  been  highly  commended 

Various  queries  are  answered,  visiting  as  far  as  possible  has  been  carried  out.  We 
have  received  the  services  of  a  group  of  Grammar  School  boys,  under  Mr  Lambert, 
for  gardening  and  decorating,  which  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  old  people 
who  have  received  this  help.” 


Mrs.  W.  I.  Jackson,  the  Leader  of  the  Cytringan  Day  Club  has  reported  that  this  Club  is 
still  flourishing  and  has  a  waiting  list  for  membership  The  year  proved  to  be  a  successful  one 
with  outings,  parties  and  a  week’s  holiday  for  60  members  at  Paignton 


The  Monday  Darby  and  Joan  Club  (Leader:  Mrs  E  Starmer)  has  a  membership  of  146  and 
an  average  attendance  of  110,  with  18  W.R  V.S.  helpers  One  free  day’s  outing  and  one  free 
half  day  outing  was  provided  for  the  members.  Other  outings  were  paid  foi  by  those  attending. 
The  afternoon  meetings  are  occupied  with  dominoes,  cards  and  community  singing 


The  Wednesday  Darby  and  Joan  Club  is  now  in  its  20th  year  and  continues  to  thnve,  having 
150  members  and  a  waiting  list,  Mrs.  L.  Church,  the  Leader  reports  another  successful  year  with 
very  good  attendances  even  in  bad  weather.  The  Rev.  D  Ruddle  attends  most  weeks  and  also 
visits  sick  members  either  at  home  or  in  hospital. 


Mrs.  D.  Morrison,  the  Leader  of  the  Friday  Over-Sixty  Club  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  report :- 

“We  have  now  become  settled  and  very  happy  in  our  new  premises  at  St  Andrew’s 
Church  Rooms,  Crown  Street.  They  are  warm,  comfortable  and  the  large  modem 
kitchen  is  a  joy  to  my  kitchen  staff.  I  am  now  able  to  increase  membership  to  150, 
at  present  it  is  137. 

We  had  a  successful  year  in  1969,  the  Birthday  Outing  on  6th  May,  consisted  of  a 
country  trip  in  the  afternoon  returning  to  the  Wicksteed  Park  for  tea  Then  followed 
another  country  run  ending  at  the  Woodbine  Club,  Raunds,  where  we  had  two  hours 
entertainment  by  a  Concert  Party,  and  arrangements  had  been  made  for  refreshments.

The  second  week  in  May  we  took  fifty-three  members  to  a  Pontin’s  Holiday  Camp  at 
Weston-super-Mare  for  one  week 

In  June  we  had  two  outings,  one  whole  day  to  Cromer  and  one  half-day  country  run 
stopping  at  Peterborough  for  three  hours. 

On  1 2th  August  an  outing  to  Matlock 

An  evening  outing  from  the  Club  on  Friday  12th  September  to  St.  Ives. 

On  12th  December  we  had  our  Party,  each  member  had  a  very  nice  free  tea,  a  Xmas 
pudding,  a  packet  of  biscuits  and  a  Christmas  Card.” 


The  Secretary  of  the  St.  John’s  Over  Sixty  Club,  Mrs,  M,  E  Chapman,  writes:- 

“We  have  had  our  usual  meetings  on  Tuesday  afternoon  and  these  have  been  well 
attended,  with  a  game  of  bingo  and  cup  of  tea,  being  enjoyed  by  all. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  had  three  half-day  outings  including  visits  to  Notting¬ 
ham,  Leicester  and  Bedford  We  also  had  a  full  day’s  outing  to  the  Sevejp  Bridge  and 
Wales  This  was  voted  one  of  the  most  popular  outings  we  have  had  and  we  hope  to 
include  a  similar  one  this  year. 

We  have  also  had  the  usual  visits  to  the  shows,  put  on  by  local  groups. 

We  have  had  a  Harvest  Sale  and  a  couple  of  Bring-and-Buy  Sales  which  help  towards 
the  cost  of  outings  etc. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  once  again  the  New  Year  Party.  The  turkey  dinner 
being  enjoyed  by  all  This  year  we  were  entertained  by  the  ‘Rushden  Operatic 
Society’  who  put  on  an  “Old  Time  Music  Hall”. 

Our  membership  is  closed  at  the  moment  with  130  members,” 


Barton  Seagrave  Evergreen  Club  is  reported  on  by  Mrs.  M.  Almond  as  follows:- 

“The  Club  has  been  active  now  for  five  years,  meeting  every  Thursday  afternoon  for 
two  hours  in  the  Church  Room,  anyone  over  60  years  of  age,  preferably  living  in  the 
parish,  is  made  welcome  We  are  non-sectarian.  We  have  one  afternoon  each  month 
for  something  the  members  are  interest  in  such  as  ‘Decimal  Currency’. 

We  have  many  outings  mostly  paid  for  by  each  individual  Some  outings  of  course 
are  paid  for  out  of  funds. 

We  have  had  two  romances,  one  90th  Birthday  and  celebrated  twofeolden  Weddings. 
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A  cup  of  tea,  a  chat,  and  meeting  their  friends  in  a  warm,  comfortable  room,  some 
playing  games,  occupy  most  meetings.” 


The  Senior  Citizens  Evening  Club  of  which  Mrs.  T.  C.  Phillips  is  the  Leader  meets  each 
Friday  evening  from  6,0  p.m.  to  9.0  p.m.  and  has  a  membership  of  50,  the  maximum  number 
which  can  be  accommodated.  Refreshments  are  available  and  the  time  is  spent  playing  cards  or 
other  games.  In  1969  several  members  went  on  a  Spring  holiday  to  Exmouth  and  in  the  Autumn 
some  went  to  Brighton.  Outings  were  held  to  Dover  and  Folkstone,  Hunstanton  and  Bedford.  A 
Christmas  party  and  dinner  at  which  each  member  received  a  gift  completed  the  year’s  activities. 


Meals  on  Wheels  Service 

This  service  which  is  operated  by  the  W.R.V.S.  continued  to  deliver  meals  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  to  approximately  125  elderly  people.  The  average  number  of  meals 
each  week  being  225  and  the  total  for  the  year  amounting  to  10,653. 

Mrs.  N.  G,  Wootton,  the  Organiser  of  the  service  reports:- 

“The  number  of  applicants  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  rose  considerably,  and  as 
the  service  is  always  working  to  capacity  it  was  necessary  for  many  of  them  to  be  put 
on  a  waiting  list  for  some  time. 

The  meals,  cooked  and  prepared  by  the  kitchen  staff  of  the  Wicksteed  Village  Trust,  in 
their  canteen,  continued  to  be  of  the  same  high  quality  and  generous  seivings.  Some  of 
the  elderly  recipients  manage  to  make  a  meal  do  for  two  days. 

On  three  days  during  the  year  a  free  meal  was  given  by  the  Wicksteed  Village 
Trustees  to  all  recipients  of  the  Service,  one  of  them  being  on  the  Tuesday  before 
Christmas,  when  turkey  and  Christmas  pudding  was  taken.  A  small  gift  of  tea  and 
sweets  was  also  taken  to  each  of  our  old  people  on  this  occasion,  given  by  the  helpers. 

There  are  approximately  160  helpers  in  the  service,  and  all  continue  to  give  their 
willing  and  reliable  support  to  this  work  which  we  all  find  so  rewarding.” 


St  Giles’  Club  for  the  Disabled 

Mrs.  M.  E.  Patrick,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  this  Club,  which  is  organised  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information 

“The  membership  of  St.  Giles’  Club  for  the  Disabled  soared  to  capacity  during  1969. 

The  value  of  the  activities  being  widely  recognised,  and  prescribed  by,  the  Medical 
profession,  County  Welfare  Officials  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  Facilities 
at  the  Corn  Market  Hall  are  adequate. 

Transport  presents  the  most  difficult  problem  of  increasing  membership,  as  many 
disabled  persons  cannot  mount  the  coach  or  the  minibus,  and  the  Ambulance  is 
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full  to  bursting  point  on  three  journeys  inward  and  outward.  Private  car  owners  are 
greatly  rewarded  for  their  interest  in  the  obvious  pleasure  and  keenness  of  each  and 
even  the  most  disabled  member. 

75%  of  the  members  enjoyed  a  holiday  at  Kessingland  under  the  auspices  of  the 
County  Welfare,  and  20  went  to  Caister  for  holidays  for  the  Disabled.  Although 
the  meetings  are  informal  and  relaxing,  more  handicrafts  have  been  undertaken  at 
home,  keeping  the  welfare  worker  extremely  busy  supplying  materials  to  suit  all 
tastes. 

In  addition  to  the  traditional  outing,  Bring-and-Buy,  Harvest  Sales,  Weekly  Compet¬ 
itions,  entertainments,  birthday  and  Christmas  parties,  a  cake  making  competition 
and  Halloween  Party  (complete  with  witches)  have  enhanced  the  lives  of  everyone. 

The  close  co-operation  of  members,  with  Official  bodies  (aforementioned);  volun¬ 
tary  workers;  young  wives  serving  tea;  school  aged  children  charming  with  their  enter¬ 
tainment  and  the  care  of  the  church  have  provided  a  wonderful  year.  The  impact  of 
the  personal  friendship  of  the  curate  of  Kettering  Parish  Church  has  resulted  in  the 
desire  for  the  Special  Service  arranged  to  take  place.” 


Blind  Welfare 

Mr.  C.  H.  James,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Kettering  and  District  Amalgamated  Clubs’ 
Committee  for  the  Blind  states  that  improved  income  enabled  each  blind  person  registered  with 
the  Committee  to  receive  £9  during  1969,  compared  with  £8  the  previous  year.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  160  persons  on  the  register,  all  of  whom  were  at  least  85%  blind. 


East  Northants  Branch  of  the  British  Diabetic  Association 

This  Branch,  which  was  previously  known  as  the  Kettering  and  District  Branch,  was  again 
successful  with  a  float  entered  in  several  local  carnivals.  The  theme  was  “Madam  Butterfly”. 

Various  social  events  and  outings  arranged  during  the  year  were  well  attended  and  a  sponsor¬ 
ed  charity  walk  raised  £226— 2s— 7d. 

This  information  has  been  provided  by  Miss  P.  Phillips. 


Kettering  Mothers’  Club 

A  report  from  Mrs.  A.  Brown,  Honorary  Secretary  of  this  Club  states:- 

“Membership  has  increased  considerably  and  now  totals  about  130.  A  varied 
programme  was  held,  including  advice  on  buying  meat,  cookery  and  flower  arranging 
demonstrations,  also  a  talk  on  Pillowlace.  ‘Any  Questions’  evenings  were  held  with 
local  councillors  visiting  us  one  evening  and  another  evening  a  Doctor,  Health  Visitor 
and  Nurse. 
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We  are  still  supporting  a  leper  boy  in  Nigeria  and  our  donations  to  chanties  included 
Kingsley  Special  School,  Kettering  Spastic  Week,  Cancer  Relief  and  the  Evening 
Telegraph  Christmas  Appeal  Members  again  helped  with  the  Dr  Barnardo’s  House 
to  House  collections-  We  were  able  to  distribute  60  parcels  to  pensioners  at  Harvest 
Festival  time  and  Christmas  Parcels  were  also  sent  to  a  number  of  people 

A  Quiz  was  held  in  Northamptonshire  amongst  Mothers’  Clubs  in  the  County  and  our 
team  reached  the  finals  —  Irchester  winning  the  cup,  which  is  to  be  competed  for  each 
year,” 


Mobile  Library  Service 

This  service,  which  started  in  1968,  is  a  great  boon  to  the  housebound  and  enables  them  to 
have  an  adequate  supply  of  reading.  Trays  of  books  are  prepared  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Library 
and  these  are  taken  out  by  teams  of  W.R  V.S.  workers.  Each  team  consists  of  one  driver  and  one 
helper,  who  visit  10-12  homes  every  fortnight.  At  present  103  housebound  readers  are  being  served 
in  this  way  and  they  are  able  to  have  as  many  books  at  a  time  as  they  wish  They  may  also  ask  for 
any  books  they  specially  desire  and  may  have  large  print  books..  Gramophone  records  are  also 
available  from  the  record  library  on  this  scheme.  Romantic  fiction  is  in  the  greatest  demand  with 
detective  books  next  in  popularity.

Three  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Authority  during  the  year. 
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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  S  REPORT  ON 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 


(a)  STAFF 

Mr.  K.  Handy  joined  the  Department  as  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
February  but  only  stayed  until  November  when  he  left  to  join  Evesham  Borough  Council 
During  the  last  10  years,  eleven  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  passed  through  the  Department 
the  majority  to  posts  offering  a  higher  salary.  One  wishes  them  all  well,  but  the  constant 
changes  interspersed  with  periods  of  being  understaffed  cause  routine  inspections  to  be  made 
at  too  great  intervals  to  maintain  a  high  standard. 

In  November,  Mr,  G.  A.  Perry,  the  Rodent  Operator/General  Assistant  resigned  after  a 
lengthy  period  of  illness.  He  did  much  valuable  work  in  the  Department,  Mr.  R  J  Goate  was 
appointed  in  his  place  in  November. 

I  was  re-elected  as  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Northamptonshire  Branch  of  the  Association  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  also  served  on  the  East  Midlands  Centre  Council  of  the  same 
Association. 


(b)  HOUSING 

(i)  ,  Clearance 

In  1969,  22  houses  were  dealt  with  in  four  small  Clearance  Areas.  Three  individual  unfit 
houses  were  also  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  practice  of  these  properties  all  being  visited  by  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health 
Committee  continued. 

The  care  taken  of  their  properties  by  most  owner/occupiers  is  very  apparent,  some 
tenants,  however,  do  not  take  their  fair  share  in  maintaining  the  houses  in  which  they  live.  The 
continuing  trend  towards  owning  one’s  own  house  should  receive  encouragement  from  all 
concerned. 

(ii)  Repairs 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  in  getting  private  landlords  to  repair  their  properties. 
Whether  the  higher  standard  which  can  be  set  under  the  1969  Housing  Act  will  be  difficult  to 
attain  remains  to  be  seen,  but  the  opportunity  in  suitable  cases  to  require  external  painting  is 
welcome. 

(iii)  Improvement  Areas 

Kettering  Improvement  Area  No.  6  containing  1,027  houses  was  declared  in  December 
1968.  By  the  end  of  1969  all  the  houses  except  348  had  been  inspected.

Kettering  has  gained  a  considerable  lead  over  most  other  towns  in  the  race  to  modernise 
its  old  houses.  It  is  unlikely  to  be  challenged  by  towns  using  the  much  publicised  procedures 
under  the  1969  Housing  Act,  which  are  based  on  the  belief  that  owners  will  spend  considerable 
sums  on  old  properties  if  the  environment  is  brightened  with  a  few  trees  and  some  streets  are 
closed  to  traffic.  How  long  will  it  be  before  complaints  are  received  regarding  noisy  children 
playing  in  these  streets  which  are  seldom  separated  from  the  houses  by  a  garden?  Surely  a 
greater  impetus  could  have  been  given  to  house  improvement  by  making  low  interest  loans 
available  for  owner/occupied  houses! 

(iii)  Improvement  Grants 

The  supervision  for  a  three  year  period  of  all  houses  which  have  been  modernised  with 
the  aid  of  a  grant  under  earlier  legislation,  continued.  Two  hundred  and  three  forms  were  sent 
to  owners  for  them  to  sign  a  declaration  that  conditions  were  being  complied  with  and  188  of 
these  were  returned.  Public  Health  Inspectors  visited  103  premises  during  the  year.  The 
abolition  of  these  conditions  for  grants  under  the  1969  Housing  Act  will  reduce  and  in  three 
years  end  this  supervision,  which  was  seldom  needed. 

(c)  AIR  POLLUTION 

Table  26  on  page  70  gives  the  average  monthly  readings  obtained  from  the  daily  smoke 
filter  apparatus  sited  at  the  Municipal  Offices.  The  pollution  by  smoke  has  remained  steady 
now  for  three  years  and  the  only  variations  are  likely  to  be  caused  by  climatic  conditions.  The 
slightly  improved  S02  figures  are  marred  by  the  February  reading  which  was  the  highest  for 
36  months.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  discover  any  reason  for  this  high  figure. 

Industrial  smoke  in  Kettering  is  unusual  and  residents  are  quick  to  report  any  nuisance. 
All  industrial  boilers  except  one  are  now  fitted  with  mechanical  stokers. 

Garden  bonfires  and  the  firing  of  fields  after  reaping  continue  to  give  rise  to  nuisances 
in  the  summer  months.  Most  people  seem  to  accept  this  familiar  pollution  as  inevitable  and 
much  time  and  effort  will  be  needed  to  eliminate  these  practices. 

(d)  MEAT  INSPECTION 

All  16,394  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abattoir  were  inspected  and  over  13  tons  of 
meat  and  offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  (See  table  21,  page  65). 

Once  again  the  throughput  was  disappointing  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  Kettering  Abattoir 
Limited  to  attract  more  custom.  In  view  of  the  small  kill  the  post  of  Authorised  Meat 
Inspector  was  allowed  to  remain  vacant,  all  inspection  work  being  done  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors. 
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(e)  FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  routine  work  of  inspecting  food  premises  and  advising  the  people  working  in  them  is 
essential  and  never  ending  In  increasing  numbers  traders  are  realizing  that  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  a  useful  ally  in  the  fight  to  maintain  a  high  standard.  A  few  premises,  well  known 
in  the  Department,  required  numerous  visits  to  achieve  an  acceptable  standard:  even  so,  it 
became  necessary  to  prosecute  in  respect  of  two  restaurants. 

One  thousand,  six  hundred  and  twenty  nine  inspections  were  made  of  the  348  food 
premises. 

Samples  of  food  for  routine  bacteriological  examination  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Northampton  as  follows

All  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  three  samples  of  ice  cream, 
one  of  cooked  meat,  two  of  cooked  chicken  and  two  of  continental  meat  products  All  these 
samples  were  carefully  investigated  and  further  samples  taken  The  three  unsatisfactory  ice 
cream  samples  were  from  two  restaurants  where  knowledge  of  food  hygiene  was  limited. 

Seventy  samples  of  milk,  eleven  washed  milk  bottles  and  four  churn  rinses  were  also  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination  with  results  as  summarised  in  Part  V,  page  26 

The  improvement  in  these  results  over  the  previous  year  was  considerable  but  with 
modern  pasteurising  equipment  four  milk  samples  should  never  have  failed  the  Methylene  Blue 
test. 


Members  of  the  public  again  helped,  considerably  by  bringing  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  items  of  unsound  food  purchased  in  Kettering.  All  were  investigated  and  the

It  was  surprising  to  find  several  of  these  complaints  arose  in  connection  with  food  sold 
from  one  of  the  cleanest  shops  in  the  town.  In  each  case  the  fault  was  the  manufacturer’s  and 
could  not  have  been  detected  by  the  retailer,  but  perhaps  customers  of  such  a  shop  are  made 
more  conscious  of  the  standards  they  have  a  right  to  expect. 

On  many  occasions  the  firm  manufacturing  the  food  was  nationally  well  known,  with  a 
production  running  into  millions  per  week.  No  figures  are  accessible  on  the  number  of 
complaints  made  throughout  the  country  and  therefore  no  indication  can  be  obtained  as  to 
whether  the  offence  being  considered  is  an  isolated  lapse.  If  details  of  all  food  offences  were  to 
be  sent  to  the  Local  Authority  in  whose  area  the  factory  was  situated,  it  would  qiickly  become 
apparent  if  there  was  excessive  carelessness,  and  a  clearer  guide  would  be  available  on  what 
action  should  be  taken. 


(f)  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Five  samples  were  taken  from  the  town’s  mains,  all  being  reported  as  “Very  Satisfactory”. 


(g)  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Thirteen  samples  were  taken  from  the  six  swimming  and  paddling  pools.  Ten  were 
reported  as  being  “Very  Satisfactory”  and  three  as  “Unsatisfactory”,  The  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  from  private  pools  and  advice  was  given  to  the  owners. 


(h)  PEST  CONTROL 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-one  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  regarding  rats 
and  mice.  The  prolonged  illness  of  the  Rodent  Operative  from  4th  August  until  2nd  November 
made  it  difficult  to  keep  under  control  the  few  infestations  detected  and  no  treatment  of  the 
sewerage  system  was  possible. 
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During  the  early  months  of  1969  infestations  of  rats  on  Blandford  Avenue  allotments 
were  cleared  and  a  contract  is  now  held  by  the  Department  to  keep  them  in  this  condition 

Contracts  to  a  value  of  £210-0s-0d  per  annum  are  now  held  by  the  Department  for 
clearing  pests  from  commercial  and  other  premises 

Action  against  pigeons  in  the  town  centre  continued  discreetly  and  during  the  year  114 
were  eliminated.  Several  traders  have  expressed  appreciation  of  noticeably  improved  conditions. 


(i)  DRAINS  AND  SEWERS 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-five  drains  were  cleared  by  the  Department  during  1969,  no 
charge  being  made  for  this  service  An  intermittent  offensive  smell  in  Ford  Street  was  even¬ 
tually  demonstrated  as  being  due  to  a  serious  gas  leakage. 


(j)  NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Only  two  complaints  regarding  noise  were  received,  neither  of  which  was  considered  to  be 
sufficiently  serious  to  warrant  formal  action  Improvements  were  achieved  after  discussions 
with  the  firms  concerned. 


(k)  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Nine  talks  on  different  aspects  of  the  work  done  in  the  Department  were  given  during  the 
year,  seven  of  these  being  at  schools. 

On  five  occasions,  exhibitions  were  set  up  for  parties  visiting  the  Department,  and  one 
party  of  nursing  students  was  taken  round  the  abattoir.

(m)  FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

The  only  verminous  premises  found  were  clean  and  the  ready  co-operation  of  the 
occupants  soon  cleared  the  trouble  which  arose  either  through  domestic  pets  or  in  one  case 
due  to  birds  nests  in  a  roof  space  becoming  infested 

Filthy  premises  are  few  in  number  but  surprisingly  persistent.  There  is  no  practical 
method  of  dealing  with  these  cases.  Several  branches  of  the  welfare  services  are  involved  and 
whilst  occasionally  an  enthusiastic  officer  may  achieve  a  miracle,  there  are  other  times  when  an 
impression  is  obtained  that  no-one  wants  to  know  about  such  premises. 


(n)  CONCLUSION 

The  year’s  work  was  dominated  by  shortages  and  changes  in  staff,  resulting  in  many 
routine  inspections  not  being  carried  out.  All  complaints  were  investigated  promptly  but  no 
time  was  available  to  seek  out  nuisances  not  brought  to  notice. 
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I  again  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  support  given  by  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  of  the  co-operation  of  D>  Farquhar  and  the 
other  Chief  Officers,  All  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  worked  well  and  maintained  the  good 
relations  of  the  Department  with  the  general  public  and  other  Departments  and  Organisations 
in  the  town
